OUTLET FROM PRISON 


WHAT THE INMATES OF YUMA 
PENITENTIARY SOUGHT. 


Daring Pian of Wholesale Escape is 
Discovered in the Onyx Shop of 


the Institution 


A TUNNEL OVER FORTY FEET. 


ONLY ONE ROCK REMAINED TO 
BAR THE WAY OUT, 


Attempted Marder at Sacramento, 
The Valley Road’s New Project. 
Board of Examiners’ Expert 
Necessary. 


THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 
YUMA (Arig.,) Jan. 5.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Arizona’s penitentiary. has been 
receiving a great deal of attention 
lately as the most peaceful establish- 
ment of the kind in the United States, 
where the inmates would rather stay 
than be thrust out into the cruel world 
and forced to earn a living, but she 
can now refute the charge, for the au- 
thorities at the place last night dis- 
covered the existence of the most dar- 
ing plan for wholesale escape that has 
been attempted anywhere for years. 
The evidence of the existence of such 
a plan was found in the shape of a tun- 
nel over forty feet long, starting in the 
onyx shop, where the conyicts manu- 
facture onyx eaxnes, ink stands, paper 
weights and other ornaments. Every 
ideal was seemingly perfected, and all 
that stood between those engaged in 
the undertaking and liberty was the 
one remaining rock left at the end of 
the tunnel which communicated with 
freedom and the necessity of waiting 
for a favorable opportunity for the car- 
rying-out of the carefully-laid scheme. 
The tunnel was started inside a large 
box in the ofyx house which was used 
for storing pleces of the rock. A con- 
vict locked inside the box began the 
work by digging a hole straight down 
until he could stand in it above his 
waist, when the tunnel proper was 
headed for the north wall of the prison 
enclosure. The digging for thirty feet 
was through “blue dirt.” 

When the wall was struck, it was 
necessary to penetrate eight feet of 
solid rock and the amount of work 
necessary to the accomplishment of the 
undertaking must have been something 
enormous. But ahead was freedom— 


from justice, while behind there was 
years of confinement, of exclusion from 
the outside world, and this thought 
urged the workers on. 

When the tunnel was discovered, all 
was in readiness for the departure of 
the convicts. If the leaders in the af- 
fair are detected, their daring attempt 
will only result in their residence in 
the “snake den” for a term. 

The favorite theory of the prison 

authorities regarding the details in the 
proposed escape are about as follows: 
The cellhouse, which stands to the 
south and is separated from the onxy 
shop where the tunnel started by the 
dining hall, contains but one guard at 
night. This guard, when a certain sig- 
nal meaning ‘“‘sick,”” is tapped in the 
inside of a cell, enters to ascertain 
what is the matter. When a favorable 
time for the carrying out of the plan 
had arrived, one of the convicts 
would have given the “sick” signal, 
and when the guard ‘entered the cell 
he would have been overpowered or 
knocked senseless or mayhap killed. 
With his keys every cell in the house 
would have been opened and the con- 
victs liberated. From there they could 
have gone through the corridor in the 
dining-room and out through a window 
in the west end, concealed from the 
eyes of the guard by some trees. The 
distance is short from the dining Mall 
to the onyx-house, and _by stealthily 
gliding across in the shadow the crim-. 
inals would probably not have been 
seen by the guards. 
Into the onxy shop, down into the 
box concealing the mouth of the tunnel 
and out at the other end, outside the 
prison walls, would have consumed but 
a few minutes, and from there on all 
would have been clear sailing, as the 
point where the tunnel emerged from 
the ground was admirably selected, 
and could not be seen from any of the 
guard-houses on the walls of the en- 
closure. 

Once outside, the escaped convicts 
would have skirted the north (wall, 
keeping close in the shadows, and 
made direct for Yuma, where doubt- 
less numerous depredations would 
have been committed preparatory to 
the scattering of the crimfhals in all 
directions. 

The surrounding country is of such 
a nature as to preclude much chance 
of escape, so that likely a great many 
would have been recaptured, but in the 
meantime the residents of the territory 
surrounding Yuma would have been 
subjected to a veritable reign of terror,

1. Penrose received the support of 
Senator Quay, and his success is 4 
great victory for that leader. 

Mr. Wanamaker was backed by the 
faction of whith David Martin is the 
leader, assisted by a strong organiza- 
tion of business men in nearly every 
county. Much bitterness was exhibited 
on both sidés. 

At a big meeting of his supporters, 
Mr. Wanamaker made a speech, in 
which he declared his intention of car- 
rying the fight against Senator Quay 
into every county, and to contest with 
him the right to name the party can- 
didates for State Treasurer and Audi- 


tor. 

Senator Quay’s term expires in 
March, 1899, and, according to Mr. 
Wanamaker’s friends, the business 
men will continu» their organization 
with the object of defeating Quay 
should he bé # candidate for reélec- 
tion.

ALTGELD BREAKS THE RECORD | 


FOR GRANTING PARDONS. 


Twenty-six of Them Turned Loose 
or Given Generous Commuta- 
tions Yesterday—Dispatches Say 


He Wasn’t a Bit Tired When He} 


Got Through with the Job. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRTH) 

CHICAGO, Jan. 56.—(Special -Dis- 
patch.) Gov. Altgeld has brokén thé 
pardoning record. Twenty-six crimi- 
nals, in all grades from larceny to mur- 
der, were turned loose without condi- 
tion today, or given generous commu- 
tations of sentence, some being almost 
equal to pardon. The Governor has 
been showing astonishing ability in this 
line for thirty days. Executive clem- 
ency -has been flowing from Capitol 
Hill in Springfield in a veritable tor- 
rent. Now it has. grown to a broad 
river. 

His score of twenty-six, without 
missing a shot, all within the limits of 
an ordinary working-day, is believed 
to be the very best in the world for 
the same period of time—a regular 
championship performance. And the 
dispatches say the Governor was not 
a bit tired at the finish. 

This record-breaking prison clearance 
includes six absolute pardons, two of 
them to murderers and four to burglars. 
Of those whd received commutation 
of sentence, twelve are murderers. 
Four sent for life and others for 
terms ranging from five to thirty-five 
years. Most of the murderers, as well 
as most of those imprisoned for other 


‘crimes, have their sentences reduced 


by three-quarters, only a very few be- 
ing left to serve half their time. 

The Governor’s latest day’s work 
makes his score for the month forty- 
one pardons and commutations. Of the 
other fifteen set free within thirty days, 
nine were absolutely pardoned and six 
given commutation of sentence. 


A MUCH-WANTED MAN.

He is said to be wanted for several 
offenses in Buffalo, New York City, 
Brooklyn, Boston, Leadville and Den- 
ver.

Soon 
after his departure for this city Chief 
of Police Russell of Denver learned of 
the enormous swindles he had per- 
petrated and sent his description to the 
police of this city. Here, while in dire 
distress, after being ejected from two 
big hotels for non-payment of bills, he 
met Belle Cutts, who, the police say, 
is an adventuress, and a marriage with 
her soon followed.

Brave Showing Made in Behalf of

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5. — (Special 
Dispatch.) The Ways and Means Com- 
mittee was treated today to an object 
lesson as to the California fruit in- 
dustry when Mr. Bowers, who repre- 
sented the Republican delegation, 
Spread out on the table for their in- 
spection a complete line of raisins, 
prunes and oranges; told the prices, 
where each was raised, and then asked 
the question: ‘Do you gentlemen think 
a degler would add a cent and a half 
duty to the price of a dozen oranges or 
a few cents to a pound of raisins, or 
prunes?” 

It was a brave showing for Califor- 
nia, for, in addition to elaborate argu- 
ments submitted by Mr. Bowers, Sena- 
tor Perkins submitted a brief contain- 
ing telegrams from fruit-raisers and 
asking for a duty on beans and 
chicory. In addition, the Senator 
created some merriment when he 
said he wanted to ask that the duty 
on dried cocoanut, or copra, be re-

Lachlan, which asked higher duties on 


lemons, Oranges, prunes, cattle and 
beans, the latter alming particularly at 
the Ventura county product.

THE TARIFF. 
Yesterday’s Hearing Refore the Com- 
mittéé—Interesting Testimony.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The agricul- 
tural schedule of the tariff law, which 
was considered today hy the Ways and 
Means Committee, inspired statements 
from the representatives of a wide 
range of industries. There was a com- 
flict between Mexican cattlemen and 
Congressman Curtis of Kansas over 
the effect of the Wilson rates on cat- 
tle and beef production in this country. 

Representatives of the Pennsylvania 
and Virginia granges asked for a duty 
on agricultural products.

STATE BOARDS, 


The University in Need of Funds. 
More Appellate Courts Needed.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 5.—Gov. Budd’s 
first biennial message to the Legisla- 
ture is remarkable for its length. It 
fills a pamphlet of 100 pages and is 
devoted mainly to an earnest plea for 
economy in the management of State 
institutions. The Governor congratu- 


of the State during the last two years“ 
and says: “We have steadily pursued 
the inevitable destiny which has 
called us to the proud position of the 
foremost State in this peerless union.” 

The Governor then turns with regret 
#o the extravagance in the manage- 
ment of the State’s finances, and says 
that the opinion’ expressed by him 
at his inauguration on that subject 
have been confirmed. by investigation. 
The work of the State Board of Ex- 
aminers is commended,*and it is due 
to them that during the next two fiscal 
years $104,667.50 will be saved over the 
estimates of two years ago. 

THAT CHARITIES BOARD. 

The Governor says there should be 
a central body with power to prescribe 
the number of employés in State in- 
stitutions and to have general busi- 
ness supervision of the affairs of the 
various institutions. He thirfks there 
would be a saving of 15 per cent. an- 
nually by such a plan. He is not in 
favor of cutting wages or abolishing 
needed offices and says: “‘Nor would 
I disgrace the State by permitting the 
salaries of the Attorney-General, State 
Treasurer, Secretary of State, Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction and sim- 
ilar officers, performing such honorable 
and valuable services, to be but $3000 
annually, while County Clerks, Dis- 
trict Attorneys, County Treasurer, Tax 
Collectors and Assessors frequently re- 
ceive from twice to three times as 
much, and the heads of some of our 
State institutions and their subordi- 
nates receive more, and also neces- 
saries for themselves and families.” 

TAXATION. 

Gov. Budd reviews his efforts to 
promote economy during the session 
of the last Legislature, and commends 
the management of the asylums at 
Napa, Agnews, Ukiah, Stockton and 
the Whittier State School for notable 
reductions in their expenses. Speak- 
ing of taxation, Gov. Budd says: “If 
the appropriations for purposes other 
than the regular running expenses of 
the government, as estimated by the 
Controller, be kept within reasonable 
bounds, the condition of the treasury 
is such that for the next two fiscal 
. years on the present valuation of 
property, the tax rate will be less than 
38 cents per $100, and if the graduated 
corporation income tax and the excise 
license tax raise $1,500,000 between them 
for State purposes, the people of the 
State will be compelled to pay less 
than 26 cents on the $100 valuation of 
property. And the Legislature that ac- 
complishes this good end will stand 
out as the greatest our State has ever 


d. 

“I. would recommend that this sys- 
tem be gradually inaugurated by im- 
posing but a limited tax until its prac- 
tieal workings be determined. In this 
event, should inequality or oppression 
to legitimate corporate interests re- 
little Injury would follow its 

rial.” 

The Governor says there are 11,000 
saloons in the State, and recommends 
the adoption of a State excise license 
tax equal throughout the State, and in 
such amount as would insure an effi- 
cient regulation of this traffic, raise 
a revenue of such magnitude as would 
materially contribute to the support 
of the State government and secure to 
the citizen adequate compensation for 
the burdens arising from its existence. 

INSURANCE LAWS. 

On the subject of insurance, the Gov- 
ernor expresses the opinion that the 
example of New York and other East- 
ern States should convince our legis- 
lators that it is time similar laws to 
those enacted there were adopted here. 

THE BANKS. 

The Governor recommends that every 
bank be required to make a report to 
the Bank Commissioners of its affairs 
at noon on the first Monday in March 
of each year, the stafement to be veri- 
fied by the Commissioners and im- 
mediately transmitted to the Governor. 
Such reports should be open to Inspec- 
tion by the Assessor of each county 
of the State. The law creating the 
Bank Commissioners should be so 
a@mended as to provide that a willful 
failure of any Commissioner to prop- 
erly perform his duties should consti- 
tute a criminal offense and a forfeiture 
of his office. 

STATE FUNDS. 

In touching upon the State funds 
he says: “One of the worst features 
of our financial administration consists 
of retaining, ‘continuing’ or ‘standing’ 
appropriations; that is, the establish- 
ment or recognition, by law, of some 
board, body or institution, and a pro- 
vision for an appropriation in its in- 
terest. This appropriation once pro- 
vided for, while not a bonded indebt- 
edness or a liability in fact, Gauses 2 
yearly amount to be drawn from the 
general fund, without any act of ap- 
propriation providing therefor at cach 
session of the Legislature. As an in- 
Stance of this class of liability, I 
might cite the indigent fund which f!m- 
posed upon the people of the State of 
California. a tax of over $2,300,000, from 
the time it became a law until its re- 
peal.” 

STATE UNIVERSITY. 

Of the State University the Governor 
says its growth has been phenomenal. 
The university has not adequate ac- 
commodations for the students, and it 
must have aid or it will be compelled 
to apportion the students throughout 
the State in acordance with popula- 
tion. Normal School work is com- 
mendable. The Governor recommends 
a reconveyance to the city of San José 
of a portion of the grounds of the 
Normal School there is order that a 
High School and library may be con- 
structed. 

RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS.

STATE PRISONS. 


Under the head of State prisons the 
Governor emphatically declares that 
the maintenance of two prisons en- 
tails two sets of officials and the need- 
less expense of two . establishments, 
and he, therefore, recomemnds their 
consolidation. The salary list at San 
Quentin is $120,000 biennfally, of which 
over one-half could be saved. The 
supplies are estimated at $200,000 bien- 
nially, of which that going for the 
maintenance of redundant officials, 
light, fuel and power would be saved. 
The San Quentin site aione, if sold, 
would produce sufficfent money to 
erect all needed buildings at Folsom 
and complete a consolidation of the 
two prisons. The State Board of Prison 
Directors should be empowered and 
directed to make this consolidation and 
erect the necessary buildings at the 
earliest possible moment, and in such 
manner as it deems best for the in- 
terests of the State. 

When the prisons are consolidated, iff 
Folsom was permitted to produce 
many of the supplies required at the 
other State institutions, and to aid in 
the production of articles entering into 
the construction of new and the repair 
of old buildings, and in the furnishings 
of both, the saving to the State would 
be considerable. 

THE REFORM SCHOOLS. 

Under the head of reform schools he 
recommends that the boys at Whittier 
who need the industrial habits set out 
by Superintendent Coffin, be trans- 
ferred to the industrial school at Ione, 
and that the institution at Whittier be 
turned into a school for the reforma- 
tion of girls. He strongly urges con- 
solidation of the reform schools into 
one for boys at Preston, unless the 
changes between Glen Ellen and Whit- 
tler be made. In this connection he 
calls attention to the report of Special 
Trustee Mitchell of Whittier, and rec- 
ommends that it be made mandatory 
by the law to teach and treat girls in 
reform schools as recommended by her. 

The Governor says the Whittier 
school should not have been estab- 
lished where it now stands. It needs 
more land; it must purchase water for 
irrigation, and whatever power it has 
must come from coal, wood or oil. Dr. 
Osborne of Glen Ellen, the report says, 
objects to Whittier as not proper for his 
institution, which, if correct, condemns 
it as a reformatory. 

STATE PRINTING OFFICE. 

The expenses of the State Printing 
Office are declared to be excessive, 
owing to the system urder which it is 
conducted, and the Governor suggests 
that the law be amended so that a 
board be provided to consist of practi- 
cal printers and business men, to have 
control, as other boards have ever 
State inetitutions, at the expiration of 
the term of the present superintendent. 

STATE BOARDS. 

The’ Governor makes recommenda- 
tions touching the San Francisco Har- 
bor Board, Labor Commission, Board 
of Health, Yosemite and Fish commis- 
sions, and Horticultural Board. and 
says the State Dairy Bureau has done 
more good than its most sanguine 
friends expected. Of the district agri- 
cultural societies, he says the entire 
system of agricultural fairs should be 
reorganized. The State library law 
needs amending. 

COURT COMMISSIONERS. 

The Governor refers to the work of 
commissions as not having been pro- 
ductive of the results expected. He 
recommends the creation of one or more 
courts of appeal, with such jurisdiction 
as will reduce the number of appeals 
to the Supreme Court. One of these 
appellate courts could sit at Los An- 
geles and one at Francisco, while 
the Supreme Court should sit at the 
capital. 

COUNTY GOVERNMENT ACT. 

As the law now provides a four-year 
term instead of one of two years, Gov.

BUREAU OF HIGHWAYS. 

In the opinion of Gov. Budd, the work 
of the new Bureau of Highways cannot 
be too highly commended. Whether or 
not the suggestions of the Bureau of 
Highways as to a general road system 
be adopted, he says, its other recom- 
mendations should be, and the laws for 
managing” and constructing roads 
should be changed. No State has better 
facilities. at less cost, for constructing 
fine roads than has California, and it 
is to be hoped that cotjperation between 
legislators and the members of the 
State Bureau of Highways will be pro- 
ductive of a system of good roads, a 
thing we have failed to effect in the 
past, largely through lack of pfreper 
knowledge of the subject. 
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS... 

Under the head of constitutional 
amendments, he says: 

“The Governor’s inauguration, so 
shortly afier election, coupled with his 
familiarizing himself with the polisy 
and recommendations of his predeces- 
sor, as given in his last message, after 
the Legislature has convened, is ex- 
tremely unwise. Our Constitution should 
be amended, fixing the legislative term 
at not to exceed one hundred days, and 
prohibiting the introduction of bills in 
either body after the first thirty days 
of the session, except in urgency, and 
then only by unanimous consent, after 
three days’ notice. 

“The Governor's term should com- 
mence on the first Monday of July suc- 
ceeding his election; then his predeces- 
sor’s recommendations will receive the 
consideration due them by the Legisla- 
ture to meet the January following. By 
this means each Governor would have 
more time at the beginning of his term 
to devote to State affairs, and the Leg- 
islature ample leisure in which to make 
a study of State institutions, consider 
recommendations and formulate needed 


laws.” 
NATIONAL GUARD. 
Of National Guard matters the mes- 


sage says: “Were the militia better 
equipped for actual service, neither 


matters now beyond their control. 

“A State armory in San Francisco 
(and perhaps at Los Angeles) in the 
near future will be a necessity. It 
should contain office room for State 
officials residing there. This should be 
accomplished under article XVI of our 
Constitution on a vote of the people 
and issuance of bonds. The saving 
would more than justify the expendi- 
ture, while the convenience and safety 
assured would make the same most de- 
sirable.” @ 

In conclusion the Governor reiterates 
the recommendations contained in his 
inaugural message with reference to 
the defeat of the Pacific Railroad 
Funding Bill. 

OTHER APPROPRIATIONS. 

The Governor recommends that ways 
be devised for giving the interior of 
the State the relief it needs for its 
great rivers, which are being ruined by 
neglect.

wisdom as to insure ijs permanent sta- 
bility; and, it also appearing that a 
majority of the citizens of this repub- 
lic, many of whom control the admin- 
istration of its affairs, are of the Cau- 
casian race, being mainly of American 
origin; and, whereas, it has become ob- 
vious by reason of the numerous ex- 
pressions of opinion of both citizens of 
Hawali and those of the United States 
that there exists a prevailing mutual 
sentiment among the people just men- 
tioned in favor of the alliance of the 
Hawaiian Republic with the United 
States, either by means of the annex- 
ation of Hawaii to our country, or by 
such other international agreement as 
will properly serve to that end; and, 
whereas, owing to the geographical lo- 
cation of the Hawaiian Islands with 
relation to the United States; also their 
extensive fertile territory and abund- 
ant natural resources; it certainly be- 
comes an important question in the 
light of expedience and necessity in 
furtherance of the improvement of the 
military defense of our western coast 
(in addition to largely promoting our 
commercial interests,) that decisive. 
measures should be speedily adopted, 
with a view toward effecting the sub- 
stantial union of the Hawaiian Repub- 
lic with the United States and the es- 
tablishment of a moral protectorate 
over that republic by our country, in 
accordance with those doctrines of in- 
ternational law as enunciated by our 
late President James Monroe of illus- 
trious memory, for the express purpose 
of excluding the possibility of absorp- 
tion of the Hawaiian government by 
any foreign power; and, in view of 
the foregoing consideration, wherefore, 
be it 


“Resolved, by the Assembly, and the 
Senate concurring, that our Represen- 
tatives to Congress be, and. they are 
are hereby requested and empowered 
to exercise special efforts in procuring 
such national action toward the ac- 
complishment of the objects herein set 
forth as will be consistent with any 
other measure relative thereto, that 
may best meet the approval of the con- 
stituted authorities of both countries. 

The following Committee on Mileage 
was appointed: Assemblymen O. E. 
Brieling, chairman; Fontana, Goed- 
hue, Burnett and Treacy. , 

Mr. North of Yolo introduced the 
following, which was unanimously 
adopted : 

“Whereas, there is a strong desire 
throughout the State to lighten the

strong feeling throughout the State 
that the State affairs are not economi- 
cally administered; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that upon its appointment

“Wheras, the Pacific Coast States of 
the Union have been, and are suffer- 
ing arrested development, caused by 
commercial isolation; and, whereas, 
this commercial isolation is remediable 
by the construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal, and the rapid development of 
the States be reassured; and, whereas, 
the construction of this canal would 
inure to the incalculable benefit of 
every part of the United States in 
promoting commerce and manufac- 
tures; in developing such an enormous 
coastwise traffic as should more than 
restore our commercial marine, in mak- 


‘ing the Gulf of Mexico the center of the 


worlds navigation, and in doubling the 
efficiency of our navy; and, whereas, 
the expense of the undertaking may be 
adequately met by a bond issue re- 
payable by a sinking fund of half of 
one per cent., set aside annually from 
canal tolls, so that no burden of in- 
creased taxation is imposed on our 
people, but rather an immensely valu- 
bale property be acquired; be it 
“Resolved, by the Assembly of the

WASTEFUL OPERATION. 
Have Our Railroads Been Tackling 
Profit at the Wrong End.? 


(Engineering Magazine:) The public 
does not necessarily suffer by diminu- 
tion in train mileage, provided the 
freight is carried and duly delivered. 
The difference between sixty hours, 
and seventy-two or eighty-four hours, 
for example, in the time of a freight 
train between New York and Chicago 
is not-much to the shipper, but it is 
@ great deal to the railroad. It might 
make just the difference between a 
full load and a load less than full, and 
it makes a difference in running speed 
of some miles per hour, involving waste 
of fuel and wear and tear. The speed 
question is highly important in itself, 
as far as freight trains are concerned. 

It should not be very difficult to de- 
vise a system of freight-train schedules 
which should cut down train mileage 
greatly. A hard-and-fast agreement. 
such as has been so often attempted 
on rates, could perhaps be drawn up 
to limit for each road the number of 
freight trains to be dispatched per day, 
due regard being had to the physical 
efficiency and characteristics of each 
company. A hundred difficulties in the 
way of such an agreement could, no 
doubt, be suggested by practical rail- 
road men, which can be neither antic- 
ipated nor answered here, but it is 
submitted that the principle underly- 
ing such an agreement is sound, and 
that enforcement of such agreement, or 
at least detection of breaches thereof, 
would be easy and inexpensive. The 
suggestion is hazarded that the prob- 
lem has been tackled at the wrong end 
hitherto by the majority of railroad 
men. They have striven to control the 
market for their product, but have 
neglected the question of its produc- 
tion. They have wrangled, quarreled 
and fought over rates and tonnage, 
but they have overlooked the main 
question—namely, the amount of work 
they were doing with that tonnage in 
wasted train mileage. Profit depends 
at least as much upon cost as upon 
selling price.

Postal Savings Banks. 


(Chicago Record:) It is a reproach 
to the government of the United Statés 
that it has not established postal sav- 
ings banks. It has the machinery at 
hand for putting the system in opera- 
tion. The benefits resulting would be 
incalculable. No objection to the es- 
tablishment of postal savings banks 
that is worthy of serious consideration 
can be brought forward. Conserva- 


their desirability. If Congress really 
wishes to do something to benefit the 
great mass of the people and to allay 
popular discontent, rticularly 
throughout the West and uth, let it 
establish postal savings banks for the 
accommodation of persons of small 
means. The party just coming into 
power could become responsible for 
no more popular measure. 7 

Wherever tried postal savings banks 
have proved remarkably successful and 
popular. Their infrence in giving 
stability to government is manifest. 
They encourage thrift and independ- 
ence. Owing to the fact that deposits 
are limited in amount, there is no se- 
rious interference with the business of 
private banking institutions. The lat- 
ter deal with an entirely different class 
of customers—depositors of larger 
means than those who use the postal 
savings banks. By encouraging sav- 
ing the postal savings banks even 
have a tendency to increase the num- 
ber of those who may and do become 
depositors in private banks. 

All the leading nations of the world, 
with the exception of two or three, 
have postal savings banks, and alf have 
better facilities for the accommodation 
of savings depositors than has the 
Tnited States. While savings deposits 
in this country have shown a gradual 
increase during the last quarter of @ 
century, the eavings deposits and num- 
ber of depositors in countries having 
postal savings barks have grown by 
leaps and bounds. In the United States 
80 per cent. of the savings deposits are 
in the New Eneland States and New 
York. Throvghout the West and 
South, except in the great centers of 
population, it is impossible for private 
enterprise to furnish savings facilities 
sufficient to meet the needs of the peo- 
ple. Bésides, the depositor of small 
means frequently is not able to pick 
out from private banks those that are 
safe, and consequently will trust none, 
whereas, all could have confidence in 
an institution controlled by the national 
government. 

Postal- savings banks would contrib- 
ute materially to the wealth and hanpil- 


| ness of the neonle and to the stahility 


of the egovernment. Coeneress should 
not delay longer in establishing them. 


How Americans Teach Patriotism. 


(London Truth:) “An Old-Fashioned 
Patriot” writes to say that the atten- 
tion of persons who love their country 
has lately been calied by articles in 
American magazines to the systematic 
manner in which the sentiment of pa* 
triotism is developed in their higher 
schools for girls. The pupils are regu- 
larly drilled to perform an exercise of 
“saluting the flag’’ in military style. 
They are made familiar with the past 
of their country. and in its very short 
history everything that is glorious or 
can be a subject of national pride is 
brought before them till an enthusiasm 
for the “star-spangled banner’ glows 
in every heart.

terests of any special class or clique. 

The Herald’s correspondent signs 
himself “A Member of the League for 
Better City Government.” That he is 
a member of that organization is in the 
last degree improbable, for his commu- 
nication furnishes almost conclusive 
evidence to the contrary. If-he is a 
member of the League for Better City 
Government, he is a most unworthy 
one, for his words are those of a Popu- 
listic partisan rather than of a citizen 
who is desirous of aiding in the purifi- 
cation of municipal politics. The chief 
complaint against Mr. Sflver appears 
to be that he voted for Messrs. Forman 
and Preuss for Police Commissioners. 
It is alleged that these gentlemen were 
formerly Democrats, but that, as they 
refused to support the Chicago plat- 
form and Bryan in the late Presiden- 
tial campaign, they are not to be re- 
garded as Democrats; hence that Mr. 


_ Silver did wrong in voting to make 


them members of the Police Commis- 
sion of Los Angeles. This is indeed a 
queer argument to come from a pro- 
fessed member of a _ non-partisan 
league, which aims to promote the bet- 
ter government of the city irrespective 
of any and all political parties. But, 
aside from its inconsistency, the com- 
plaint against Mr. Silver's action is 
not valid. It is based upon the utterly 
and egregiously false assumption that 
Messrs. Forman and Preuss ceased to 
be Democrats when they declined to 
support the Chicago platform. Thie 
assumption rests upon no basis of 
truth or reason. It will appear in good 
time that the truest and most loyal 
Democrats were those who refused to 
follow some of their blind party lead- 
ers to destruction. The law contem- 
plates that both of the great political 
parties shall be equally represented on 
the Board of Police Commissioners, 


and in the selections made by the. 


Council this requirement has been 
fully complied with.

NOT A FITTING PARALLEL, 


If the Chicago mewspapers are 
worthy of belief, then one Michael 
Madder, an Alderman of that city, who 
is not supposed to represent the purest 
element in the politics of the Sucker 
State, is an aspirant to the United 
States Senate with more than a half- 
way chance of election. The aristo- 
cratic element of the boulevards are 
seemingly horrified at the condition of 
affairs which confronts them—the as- 
piration of a mere ward politician to a 
seat filled hitherto by such men of 
national reputation as Stephen A. 
Douglas, John A. Logan or Lyman 
Trumbull. 


California once sent to the Senate a 
man who began his political career as 
a ward politician in New York. But 
that fact once mentioned, gll resem- 
blance between him and Alderman Mad- 
den of the Windy City are at an end. 
David C. Broderick was four years a 
melter of gold an assay office in 
San Francisco, during which period he 
was the moving spirit in the Monterey 
convention. that framed the first con- 
‘stitution of California, by which she 
entered the Federal Union as a free 
State. When his work at the furnace 
was ended for the day, he got his sup- 
per and retired to his solitary room, 
where he spent the best part of the 
night in reading works on interna- 
tional law and otherwise qualifying 
himself for a fit realization of his 
strong ambition. When John Mc- 
Dougall became Governor of the State 
tn consequence of the resignation of 
Hon. Peter H. Burnett, Mr. Broderick 
became acting Lieutenant-Governor. 
During his term as presiding officer 
of the State Senate, but one appeal 
was taken from his decision and then 
the ruling of the chair was sustained 
by a two-thirds vote. 

His career in the United States Sen- 
ate was marked by a force of charac- 
ter such as is displayed by about one 
Senator in a thousand. His name is 
interwoven everywhere with the rec- 
ords of the great struggle to prevent 
the extension of slavery, a cause to 
which he gave what the immortal Lin- 
coln would call “the last full measure 
of devotion.” He was a fitting type 
of California’s youthful days, a living 
epitome of her brawny arms and vig- 
orous brains. No self-poised 
character ever rose, through sheer in- 
tegrity of purpose, from darkness and 
poverty up to light and power. His 
name is part and parcel of the history 
of a State which believed, with the 
modest Ayrshire plowman, that 

“Rank is but the guinea stamp, 
The man's the gowd for a’ that.”’ 

With the fact that both began life as 
ward politicians in metropolitan cities, 
ends all comparison between the Chi- 
cago boss and the heroic man who 
sleeps beneath the tall column on Lau- 
rel Hill. One is content to be a boss 
in national politics, seeking merely to 
amplify the sphere of his operations. 
The other tried hard to make a scholar 
of himself, and the State of his adop- 
tion always did, and always will, re- 
gard his death as not only premature 
but cruel. There is no present analogy 
between the lives of Madden and Brod- 
erick. The circumstances that ele- 
vated the stalwart gold refiner to a 
foremost seat in the nation’s council 
are not likely to occur twice in the 
same century.

UNDO THE WRONG, 


A petition was presented.to the City 
Council on Monday, asking that the 
unjust, illegal, and outrageous action 
taken bysthe preceding Council, requir- 
ing that all city printing shall bear the 
label of the Typographical Union, be 
rescinded. The petition was referred 
to the Supply Committee, with whom 
it rests for the present. The matter 
should be brought up at an early day, 
and the unwarranted action of the pre- 
ceding Council should be promptly re- 
scinded. That action was craven, cow- 
ardly, and outrageous, in addition to 
being illegal. , 

The City Council has no right, either 
moral or legal, to divert the funds of 
the city to the support of any particu- 
lar organization, political, social; com- 
mercial, or religious. The taxes which 
make up the city’s revenues are levied 
upon the property of all citizens, and 
there must be no partiality, no favorit- 
ism, in the expenditure of the public 
funds. 

The printing done for the city should 
go to the lowest responsible - bidder. 
The Council has no right to make dis- 
criminations in this matter. It has no 
right to take cognizance of such a 
thing as a “union label,” any more 
than it has a right to prescribe a cer- 
tain form of religion.. The new Coun- 
cil should hasten to undo the outrage- 
ous wrong done by its predecessor in 
this matter.

Christmas number, the San Francisco 
Chronicle has published a New Year’s 
edition that surpasses anything which 
has yet emanated from the Chronicle 
office, and that is saying a good deal. 
This New Year's edition comprises, 
with its brilliantly-illuminated cover, 
sixty-two pages. It is divided into 
six sections and may be said to be 
a concise history of California during 
the past half of the present century. 
The first four sections are mainly de- 
voted to a series of descriptive arti- 
cles “before the golden days of the 
Argonauts,” and of the wonderful 
progress since made, a progress s0 
rapid and so great and so firmly 
founded as to have been the means 
of placing California in the first rank 
of the great States of the Union. The 
two last sections of this special edi- 
tion are devoted to the news of the 
day. It is profusely illustrated 
throughout, almost every page hav- 
ing views of the scenes described in 
the text, and all of them typical of 
California in its past and present days. 
Nor is there one leading industry in 
the State but has been fully treated 
so that with the maps-and produc- 
tion statistics the edition constitutes 
a valuable compendium of the _ re- 
sources and grand business enterprises 
now existing in California. 


William Allen Butler, the New York 


‘lawyer who wrote “Nothing to Wear” 


and “General Average,” has just been 
presented with a silver punch bowl and 
ladle, in commemoration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of his admission to the 
bar in that city. Butler is a clever 
man rather than a great one. He is 
best known as the aythor of “Nothing 
to Wear,” but his “General Average” 
is simply a farce-comedy in rhyme. 
It first appears in July 1871, in Har- 
per’s Magazine, and there are a few 
old gray-bearded chaps that have not 
got done laughing at it yet. Mr. But- 
ler was born in 1825 and has lived 
beyond the patriarchal allotment of 
three-score and ten, but is full of the 
effervescent humor which character- 
izes his “Barnum’s Parnassus,” pub- 
lished forty-six years ago. 


Perhaps no holiday number of a 
newspaper has been issued this sea~- 
son that will more thoroughly recom- 
mend itself to young people desirous 
of reading interesting and instruc- 
tive’ stories than the Christmas num- 
ber of the San Francisco Post. ‘It 
comprises in all, thirty-two pages and 
of these a large proportion is devoted 
to tales appropriate to this season of 
the year and written in a style that 
makes them interesting equally to 
young and old. The edition also con- 
tains some well-written articles on the 
business and agricultural interests of 
the State, among which is one on the 
College of Agriculture and what it is 
doing for the farmers of California. 


Maine is a great State, even if she 
does not have as much population as 
New York or as many lynchings as 
Kentucky. At the last election she 
furnished the governors of four differ- 
ent States—Lewellyn Powers of 
Maine; Hazen B. Pingree of Michi- 
gan; Frank 8. Black of New York; 
and John R. Rogers of the new State 
of Washington. The Pine Tree State 
fills an important place in the civil- 
ization of the continent. Her sons 
have blazed a trail all the way from 
the Penobscot to the shores of the 
magnificent inland sea where old 
Seattle first came forth to welcome the 
man with the ax. 


It begins to look as though the 
New York World and the Journal were 
trying to see which could fake up the 
biggest sensation in regard to the 
Cuban war, with “the frozen truth” 
as an after consideration. That story 
about the fight between a Spanish 
cruiser and the filibuster steamer 
Three Friends was “cut out of whole 
cloth” and shows how utterly’ unrelia- 
ble those papers are. The best authori- 
ties at Havana and Key West have 
stated that mo such occurence ever 
took place and the most likely theory 
is that some “war correspondent” 
faked it up for fear of losing his job. 


The Australian papers are begin- 
ning to follow the lead of the Irish 
journals and deplore the evils of 
absentecism. In 1827 a man named 
Cooper came out from England and 
settled in New South Wales: and in 
1828 Capt. H. J. Rous (afterwara 
admiral) arrived there also. These 
two acquired holdings of land near the 


| Cove. in what is now the very heart 


of the city of Sydney, a place at least 
45,000 bigger than San Francisco. The 
rents of these lands amount to over 
$30,000 per month and are all spent 
in England by the heirs of Cooper and 
Rous, both of whom are’ some years 
dead. A fiduciary agent collects these 
rents on a small commission and that 
commission is all of the vast income 
of those estates that is spent in New 
South Wales. It certainly is a big 
drain on any country, but San Fran- 
cisco is largely made tributary to New 
York in a similar manner. 


The growth of the Mississippi Valley 
States can be estimated by the growth 
of commerce on the Great Lakes. In 
the year 1836, only sixty years ago, 
the total receipts of wheat flour at 


Buffalo for the year were 139,200 bar-. 


rels, which would be just about one 
good average load for some of the big 
propellers now navigating those 
waters. Last year Buffalo received 
10,365,792 barrels of flour, in addition 
to 223,854,000 bushels of grain. And 
don’t forget that an enormous quantity 


of Ohio and Indiana grain does not go 


by way of Buffalo but goes to Balti- 
more by the B. & O. railroad. 


° The Midwinter Number of THe TIMES 
contained an article by one of the staff 
upon the importance of planting 
valuable timber, if any. Since that 
article appeared in type an English 
railway journal has come to hand with 
a description of a railway bridge 1120 
feet long, recently completed in Ire- 
lahd. It is constructed entirely of 
jarrah wood cut in Western Australia 
and is deemed imperishable. Jarrah 
is the hardest of all the qucalyptus 
family and takes twenty-one years to 
attain the same size that the Tas- 
manian blue gum reaches in six. 


Senator Morrill of Vermont is a 
picturesque figure in American poli- 
tics. If he lives till the third day of 
March next, he will have served five 
full terms in the United States Sen- 
ate, an honor never enjoyed by any 
other American since the inception ot 
this republic. The nearest approach 
to Mr. Morrill’s record is that of Sen- 
ator Benton of Missouri, who served 
four terms and a half. The Repub- 
lican party has but few men in its 
ranks who have contributed more use- 
ful efforts toward national prosperity 
than Senator Morrill. 


It is safe to presume that Senator 
Teller of Colorado has-been busy dur- 
ing the holiday recess drafting an 
amendment to the Cameron resolution. 
Mr. Tellers’ amendment may be looked 
for when the discussion of the Cuban 
question has reached its most acute 
stage. Of course it will provide for 
the “free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver by the United States, at a ratio of 
16 to 1, without waiting for the con- 
sent of any other nation.” This will 
settle the Cuban question, so far as 
the present Congress is concerned.

WARRING POLES AT BAY CITY, 
MICH., ASSAIL THEIR PRIEST. 


Father Bogacki Surrenders After 
All Windows and Doors are 


Battered In—Police Unable to 
Control the Mob—Onme Man Shot. 


BAY CITY (Mich.,) Jan. 5.—A thou- 
sand warring Poles, who are deter- 
mined Father Bogacki shall not offi- 
ciate as their priest, attacked the par- 
sonage of St. Stanilaus Church today, 
storming it over an hour. All windows 
were broken and doors battered down. 
The entire police force was unable to 
quiet the mob. At 2:80 o’clock this 
afternoon Father Bogacki surrendered. 
He was driven to another priest's 
house. The police took possession of 
the parsonage. Joseph Yochomovich 
was shot and fatally wmjurea. Detec- 
tive Fitzgerald, who was guarding the 
beleaguered. pastor, was arrested and 
charged with firing the shot, 

Mrs. Jospeh Torskowski was shot in 
the leg. When the riot began Father 
Bogacki anda dozen guards, who, with 
him, retreated to the second story and 
fired on the leaders of the mob.

MUBDERER DOWNEN. 


Pacific Coast Record of a Man Under 
Sentence of Death. 

Chief of Police Glass yesterday re- 
ceived a photograph and description of 
A. H. Downen, alias J. H. Lewis, from 
Chief Russell of the Denver (Colo.) 
police department. 

Downen is now under sentence of 
death for the murder of a man named 
Ashworth. The condemned man is a 
criminal with a long record, and is 
well known on the Pacific Coast. Most 
of his life since 1874 has been spent in 
‘prisons. 

Downen was sentenced from a north- 
ern town to San Quentin for wenty- 
two years on March 16, 1874, for stage- 
robbery. He madé his escape October 
1, 1878, but was recaptured two months 
later. Then Gov. Stoneman com- 
muted his sentence to ten and a half 
years, and he served the time and was 
released September 16, 1884. 

Downen, it appears, could not ‘keep 
from. evil ways, and on October 17, 1885, 
he was sentenced from Santa Clara 
county to seven years.in San Quentin 
‘for robbery. He escaped September 12, 
1889, .but five days afterward was 
chush and tried in Marin county for 

caping. He was sentenced to two 
years more on that charge, and served 
in the penitentiary until he was dis- 
charged, December 18, 1892. Then he 
went north and committed burglary in 
Spokane county, Wash. He was ar- 
rested and sentenced to Walla Walla 
for two. years. He was dis- 

charged August 28, 1895, and two 
months later went to Denver. 
that time until October of last 
+ year the police department was an- 
by great number of highway 
beries o less than fifty were 
The robber confined his 
operations. to the suburbs, and invar- 
jiably worked alone. He therefore came 
to be known as “Lone highwayman.” 

The authorities made a desperate ef- 
fort to capture the criminal, and on 
July 27, Acting Chief of Police Tuttle 
and Detective Duffield encountered 
him. The robber opened fire on the 
officers and killed their horse. They 
returned, the fire, but Downen escaped, 
and continued Mis nefarious work un- 
til October 19, 1896, when he was ar- 
rested on a charge of highway robbery 
by Detectives Loomis and Burlew. The 
detectives afterward located his room 
and there found a great quantity of 
the property resulting from the hold- 
ups. The prisoner gave the name of

Suggestions for a Finished Pian of 
the Park—Comprehensive Con- 
tour Sarvwey Should Be Made to 

_ Guide the Landscape Gardeners. 


a. short time all the lands given 
by Griffith for a park will become 
the property of the city by legal trans- 
fer, the lowér portion having been 
deeded yesterfay. The whole tract 
will be over 3000 acres, and the work of 
surveying the lines of the remaining 
portion will be vigorously prosecuted 
by the City Engineer. Many sugges- 
tions have been made about the plan- 
ning and improvement of the park, and 
in that conhection the following letter 
is particularly applicable. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 31, 1896. 
Hon..G. J. Griffith, Los Angeles, Cal., 
~—Dear Sir: Permit me to express my 
high appreciation of a holiday gift of a 
park tract to the city of Los Angeles, 
and to congratulate its good people on 
the acquirement of so’ magfinificent a 
‘contribution to their health and pleas- 

ure. The value of this great n 
the when we consider 
that cceeding year ail 
time, win but add to its béauty and 
grandeur. 

But in order to realize these attrac- 
tions, it is imperative that such syste- 
matic methods should be followed, in 
the beginning as will insure the final 
adoption of a skillfully-devised plan for 
the future development and permanent 
improvement of the park. 

In view of the importance of the sub- 
ject not only to the people of Los An- 

Tes but also to the visiting public in 
general, I take the liberty of submit- 
ting a few suggestions, derived from 
my past experience in park treatment, 
that may.possibly be useful in direct- 
ing the ‘inauguration of the work, and 
in’ attaining the desired results. 

The indispensible requirements are: 

First—A topographical survey, delin- 
eating all the natural features, hills; 
valleys, streams, rocks, foliage, ete., 
made by one thoroughly familiar with 
pa work, and who appreciates the 
value of bringing out, not only the 
main topographical features of the 
ground; but also all minor details which 
are often so important in perfecting a 
Ssttenee plan; otherwise, with only thé 

topographical survey in hand, it 
wil be impossible for the engineer to 
devise a plan which would not be sub- 
jéct in future to difficult, complicated 
and expensive alterations. 

écond—A:map of this survey, drawn 
on a large and exact scale, forming a 
ground plan in contours, a bird’s-eye 
view; as it were, of the entire tract, 
upon which studies can then be made, 
and a plan. of treatment devised and 
platted. This plan should be so ‘com- 
rehensive in design, so completé in all 
ts détails, and so thorough in its con- 
} ception that it should be rigidly ad- 
hered to in the future; when finally ac- 
cepted by the park authorities: At the 
same. time this plan should be so full 
and clear that detailed working sheets 
could be compiled therefrom, which 
would enable any competent surveyor 
to stake out the work on the ground 
for actual construction. 

These two factors, a topographical 
and contour sufvey and a finished plan, 
are the essential and primary necessi- 
ties for park treatment. After they 
are secured the development becomes 
a question of money to carry out the 
improvements; of a skilled gardener to 


oo the full effects desired. 

am well aware that an enterprise 
 , this magnitude should not be 
to the judgment of any one man, how- 
ever competent and éxperiénced. Should 
I be intrusted with the work, I would 
therefore, before. submitting a fin 
plan of improvement, call in for consul- 
tation the best talent apa as 
per example my friend Fred Law Olm- 
stead, “father of American parks,” and 
also Robert Ulrich, who thoroughly un- 
derstands the climate and flera of Cal- 
ifornia and is favorably known as the 
designer of the beautiful grounds at 
the Hotel del Monte. 

As to the expense of this preparatory 
work, without a more definite knowl- 
edge of the ground, I should estimate 
that $5000 would cover the cost of the 
surveys and final plan as above in- 
dicated. 

The surveys should be commenced at 
the earliest possible date in order that 
the final plan.and working sheets may 
be prepared and completed by the 
time that a money appropriation can 
be made for the improvement 
ar

AN ERRONEOUS COMMITMENT. 


PASADENA OFFICIALS TELL A DIF- 
FERENT TALE. 


Back and Cole are Old Jail-birds 
and the Contents of Elder’s 
Pockets Cover Him with 
Suspicion, 


It was reported to The Times Mon- 
day afternoon that three prisoners, 
William Buck, Chris Cole and George 
W. Elder, who had been committed to 
the County Jail for vagrancy by Jus- 
tice Rossiter of Pasadena, had sent a

A thor- 
ough investigation of the cases of the

| that one of them, Chris Cole, was in

| days in jail through a clerical e¢rror in 


| making out his commitment from the 
, minutes of the court proceedings. 

- Buck, Cole and Elder were seen at 
the County Jail Monday night, and 
told their stories with great glibness 
and fluency. 

Buck said that he and Cole were ar- 
rested in Pasadena New Year's night 
while sleeping in an unused barn shed. 
When arraigned in court the next 
day, Buck claims that, after pleading 
guilty, he represented to Judge Rossi- 
ter that he had a job of work for Sat- 
urday with a Mrs. Craig, who lived 
on Madison avenue, and asked that 
an officer be sent out to cee if his 
Statement were true. The court agreed 
to do so and postponed sentence until 
the afternoon session. At the after- 
noon hearing, he was sentenced to 
serve twenty days in the County Jail, 
without any investigation having been 
made of his claims. 

Buck’s companion, Chris Cole, stated 
that he told Judge Rossiter that he 
had the ‘half promise’ of a job at 
Chapman after New Year’s day, and 
that he had paid his way and had 30 
cents in his pocket when arrested, with 
which to pay for his breakfast in Pasa- 
dena before starting for Chapman. He 
pleaded guilty, however, to the charge 
of vagrancy and was sentenced to 
serve ten days: When he arrived in 
“Los Angeles, Officer Slater told him 
that he was in for thirty days, and the 
jailer’s record shows that was the 
term named in the commitment. Cole 
admitted that he had served out an- 
other sentence of ten days from Pasa- 
dena and was committed to the County 
Jail on November 30, but since his re- 
lease, he asserted, he had been doing 
odd jobs about Pasadena and had not 
engaged in begging. 

The third prisoner who assumes to 
have a grievance is George W. Elder, 
a well-appearing young chap, fairly 
dressed and of engaging manners. He 
said he was taken in custody by Mar- 
shal Lacy on Saturday at the Santa 
Fé depot. After his arrest the Mar- 
shal told him that a complaint had 
been made against him from the Hotel 
Green for begging. When he was 
was searched, the officers had found 
$1.80 in his pockets. At the very time 
that the officers were going through 
his clothes, Justice Rossiter came into 
the room, and Elder claims that he 
asked that an officer be sent out with 
him to.give him a chance to prove 
that he had paid for his meals and 
his lodgings. Judge Rossiter said he 
would see about that in the courtroom. 
Elder says he was taken into court 
with a crowd of others, and, when ar- 
raigned, pleaded guilty. In the after- 
noon he was sentenced to forty days 
without a hearing, and after entering 
his objection, he requested a jury trial. 
which was promptly refused. Finally 
Judge Rossiter said he would take the 
case under advisement for five days, 
for which time Elder would have to go 
to jail. When he was sent over last 
Saturday his commitment simply read 
forty days. 

Elder claimed that he had money and 
was looking for work in the orchards, 
and was on the Santa Fé platform on 
his way to the packing-house when ar- 
rested, and both Buck and Cole admit 
that they had been sleeping in the 
barn, but expected to get work the next 
day. All three men complained in 
bitter terms of the high-handed man- 
ner in which they had been treated 
and charged that the police force and 
Justice Rossiter had abused their au- 
thority. 

Inquiry made yesterday of Justice 
Rossiter and Officer Slater, who were 
in court when the sentences were 
passed on the prisoners, and of Mar- 
shal Lacy, put quite a different face on 
the whole matter. ' 

Marshal Lacy, when asked about the 
matter, opened his record and said: 

‘“‘My books show that Cole got thirty 
days, Buck twenty days, and Elder 
forty days. Both Cole and Buck are 
well known to the police of Pasadena. 
Both of them were arrested here as va- 
grants on November 28, and were sen 
tenced by Justice Merriam on Novem- 
ber 30 to serve terms in the County 
Jail: Buck for twenty days and Cole 
for ten days. Cole came back here the 
day he was discharged from the County 
Jail and asked for a bed and break- 
fast. Ten days later Buck appeared 
and put in the same application. Judge 
Rossiter knew these facts when he 
passed sentence on Buck, for I told 
him about Buck’s record. 

“As for Elder, I arrested him myself 
on a complaint from the Hotel Green. 
They even sent a carriage up here for 
me to tell me that a man was down 
there soliciting. When I got down 
there I walked toward where Elder was 
standing to see if he would ‘strike’ 
me-for a loan, but when he saw me 
approaching he skipped out, and JI 
overtook him near the Santa Fé 
tracks. We don’t know Elder here, 
but we regard him as a suspicious 
character. When we searched him, we 
found some money in his pockets and 
this pags-key, which I kept. I told 
the judge about what we found on 
him, and told him that four or five per- 
sons had told me that Elder had 
begged from them. One man told me 
that he had given Elder 50 cents, so it 
is easy to explain where he got his 


money.____. 

“My books show that Cole was sent 
up for thirty days. I was not in court 
myself; but made up my records from 
notes written on the original com- 


plaints by Justice Rossiter, and I am | 


the Cole commitment 


kept by Justice Rossiter showed that 
Chris Cole was booked for ten days 
only, instead of thirty days, as shown 
on the books at the County Jail. 

When Justice Rossiter was appealed 
to to explain this discrepancy between 
his docket and the commitment which 
he had issued in Cole’s case, he looked 
over his papers .and found the original 
complaint in the case. On the upper 
edge of the sheet a pencil had been 
scored tarough the word. “ten days.” 
originally written, and “thirty days” 
was substituted above. 

“I’m puzzled to explain the discrep- 
ancy,” said Justice Rossiter, ‘“‘but I am 
satisfied that Cole was sentenced to 
ten days and che commitment must be 
wrong. I shall send a new commit- 
ment and rectify the error. I have a 
very distinct recollection of sentencing 
a man named Farley to thirty days at 
the same session on Saturday, after 
having first said ten days, and I think 
that I must have made my note on the 
wrong complaint in turning over the 
pile of papers before me. There are 
fourteen vagrancy cases before me that 
day, and I know that Farley was the 
only one who got thirty days. 

“In Buck's case, I intended to send 
out for Mrs. Craig to see if he was tell- 
ing the truth, but when Marshal Lacy 
showed me his record in Pasadena and 
the previous sentence from Justice 
Merriam’s court, of which I was una- 
ware at first, inasmuch as Buck had 
pleaded guilty and evidence would 
only alter the degree of the sentence, I 
concluded not to send for any citizens 
to testify. | 

“Elder told a good story and wanted 
an investigation, but the Marshal told 
me that he had found a pass key and 
some trinkets and jewelry in Blder's 
pockets, and could prove by a number 
of persons that he had been begging 
near the Hotel Green, so I gave him 
forty days in jail. He says he asked 
for a jury trial? Yes, he did, after he 
had pleaded guilty and sentence had 
a passed on him, but it was too late 
then.” 

Justice Ressiter repeatedly expressed 
regret that the error had been made in 
the Cole case, and. promised to see that 
it was rectified and justice done. In 
the cases of Buck and Elder, he had no 
excuses whatever to make, because he 
believed they received only what they 
deserved.

A WAR OF WORDS. 


DISCUSSION BEFORE THE COUNCIL 
OF AN ASSESSMENT QUESTION. 


Improvement of Bellevue Avenue 
the Bone of Contention—North.- 
west Improvement Association 
Represented by Its Members. 


The Council met at 10:30 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, the special order of 
business at that time being the as- 
sessment for the widening of Bellevue 
avenue. 

A number of persons interested in 
the matter were present,.and ali were 
given opportunity to speak. Mr. De- 
Camp spoke against the assessment, 
which had been made, declaring it to 
be unjust and inequitable. He cited 
the Vickery Block as a piece of prop- 
erty which had not been assessed at 
all for the improvement. In reply toa 
question from President Silver as to 
why this was thusly, Mr. DeCamp said 
that he understood the owners of the 
property had given a smal! piece of 
land to the city, and because of this 
the commission had not assessed the 
property. Mayor Snyder came in for 
£ome reproaches at the hands, or rather 
the mouth, of the speaker, who laid 
much of the blame for the assessment 
upon the Mayor, who was formerly 
Councilman of the Second Ward. 

W. R. Burke appeared to protest 
against the assessment. His objections 
were similar to those adduced by Mr. 
DeCamp. Adolph Ramish completed 
the trinity of protestants, he suggest- 
ing that hereafter the clerk of street- 
improvement commissions be required 
to give notice to all persons affected 
by any assessments or improvements 
about to be made. 

Mr. DeCamp followed Mr. Ramish. 
saying that while the protest might 
not have good legal ground under it, 
yet if the Council did not treat the 
property-owners justly the courts 
would have to be sought as a last 
refuge. The City Attorney was pres- 
ent, and at this point suggested that 
while it was probable the protest could 
not be sustained in the courts, it 
might be a good idea for the Coun¢éil 
to abandon proceedings, cut down the 
costs and agree on some sort of com- 
promise with the taxpayers. After 
Messrs. Stratton and Slaughter had 
been heard in support of the assess- 
ment, the Council adopted the City At- 
torney’s idea in part, by appointing a 
special committee, made up of Coun- 
cilmen Baker. Hutchison and Grider. 
to investigate the matter and report 
next Friday at 2 o'clock, when a special 
session of the Council will be held. 

The City Engineer was directed to 
prepare and present a plan for taking 
care of the storm water on New Main 
street east of the Kuhrts-street bridge. 


TOO HEAVY A LICENSE, 
A Lighting Company Complains of 
the Tax it Has to Pay. 

The West Side Lighting Company 
has filed a petition to the Council with 
the City Clerk, asking for relief from 
the charge which, under the present or- 
dinance, it has to pay. The petition 
reads as follows: 

“To the City Council: Whereas your 
honorable body did on July 11, 1894, 
adopt ordiance No. 2232 (new series,) 
which, as amended, requires any per- 
son or company receiving more than 
$250 a month for furnishing lights to 
the city of Los Angeles, to pay to the 
city a license of $100 a month, your 
petitioner, the West Side Lighting 
Company respectfully shows that such 
a charge is unreasonable, and in our 
case would prove a great hardship. 
While our gross receipts are now a 
little more than $250 a month they 
are still several hundred dollars a 
month less than our operating ex- 
penses, and this company is also fur- 
nishing light from over 600 lights 
throughout the City Hail and for the 
Public Library entirely free of cost to 
the city as a condition of oyr fran- 
chise. 

“As a matter of fact, which can be 
verified by any one having had expe- 
rience in the electric-light business, no 
company can pay moré “than operating 
expenses while their gross receipts are 
less than about $2000 a month. It is 
therefore plain that the license would 
be an unjust burden in our case, and 
we therefore ask that it be’ waived or 
rebated to us in consideration of our 
furnishing free light to the city for 
the use of the occupants of the City 
Hall.”

THE SPENCER ESTATE. 


TRIAL OF A SENSATIONAL LAW 
SUIT BEGUN, 


Children of Ambrose H. Spencer 
Seeking to Set Aside Deeds Con- 
veying the Bulk of His Property 
to Their Step-mother—An Inter- 
esting Case. 


The Spencer trial was commenced in 
Department Four of the Superior Court 


yesterday, Judge Van Dyke on the 
bench. 
This is the case in which Isabel 


Spencer seeks to set aside certain deeds 
for real estate and personal property, 
formerly belonging to the late Ambrose 
H. Spencer, but conveyed by him dur- 
ing his lifetime to his wife, Anna P. 
Spencer. The property involvell is 
worth upward of $100,000. The suit is 


brought by plaintiff in behalf of the | 


two children of A. H. Spencer by his 
firet wife. 

The complaint makes some startling 
allegations, charging among other 
things that the defendant, who is a 
robust, strong-minded woman, many 
years the junior of her deceased hus- 
band, married the old man in order to 
gain possession of his property, and 
that after they were wedded she grad- 
ually administered opiates to him, un- 
til he became addicted to the opium- 
using habit, and while he was in the 
resulting enfeebled condition she suc- 
ceeded in persuading him to sig over 
the bulk of his property to her. 

The old man was found dead in bed 
one morning, and the Coroner's jury, 
after an investigation, brought in a 
verdict of death from opium-poisoning, 
the drug having been administered by 
his own hand, probably with suicidal 
intent. Mrs. Spencer was staying with 
friends in the southern part of the city 
on the night of the tragedy. Ugly ru- 
mors were at first circulated as to the 
manner of the old man’s death, and 
foul play was openly hinted at, but 
the verdict of the Coroner’s jury set 
these at rest. 

Plaintiff has made use of the man- 
ner of Spencer's taking-off by making 
it a count in the complaint, which sets 
forth that the old man was driven 
into a suicidal frame of mind by hu- 
miliation over his wife’s acts. 

The answer to the complaint consists 
of a general denial, and alleges that 
Mrs. Spencer had considerable property 
before she married Spencer, and that 
her conduct was always that of a duti- 
ful wife and kind step-mother; that 
Spencer amply provided for his chil- 
dren before his death, and that the 
property deeded to her is hers by right. 

The papers in the case are very vol- 
uminous, and the trial promises to be a 
long and interesting one. The plaintiff 
is represented by Leon F. Moss and 
Swanwick & Porter; the defendant by 
Lamme & Milliken. 

The first day of the trial was taken 
up with the introduction of documen- 
tary evidence and hearing testimony of 
bankers, real estate men and others as 
to the value of the properties involved. 
No new features of the case were de- 
veloped. The trial will be resumed this 
morning. 


SEED DEALERS AT LAW. 
Dispute Over Payment of a Debt 
Submitted to the Court. 

In the case of William T. Fenton, as- 
signee of Northrup, Braslan, Goodwin 
Company vs. Edwards & Johnson and

An English Rancher and a French 
Maid Examined. 
®* The moon is in its darkest quarter 
now, yet insanity cases continue to 
bob up in court with amazing regu- 
larity, somewhat upsetting Sheriff 
John Burr’s theory that the full moon 
is most conducive to lunacy. 

There were two insanity examina- 
tions yesterday at the Courthouse, one 
in Department One, the other in De- 
partment Three. 

The victim in Judge Smith's court 
was G. W. A. Brockwell, a gray-headed 


Englishman, who has beén in| 


the Antelope Valley. The complaint 
against him alleged that he had violert 
fits of anger during which his wife and 
daughter were compelled to seek 


safety In flight. It was on account of 
fear of bodily harm from him during 
his tantrums that the family soug it 
to have him placed in the madhouse. 

Several neighbors and members of 
his family appeared at the examina- 
tion to testify against him. Drs. 
Mathis and Cates conducted the in- 
quiry. The prisoner sat between his 
wife and daughter in court, and seemed 
quite rational, except that he exhib- 
ited considerable temper over the alle- 
gation.s made by the witnesses, He 
said the whole trouble arose from tke 
fact that his wife and daughter 
not wish to live on the ranch, but In- 
sisted on packing their trunks end Fe- 
turning to Los Angeles, where they 
lived during the summer. He wanted 
them to remain with him on the raneh, 
and so they charged him with being 
crazy. 

According to Brockwell’s story, the 
whole trouble was nothing mote than 
a large-sized family row. All he asked 
was for his family to remain with him 
and behave themselves, and they would 
dwell in peace and harmony. In reply 
to the charge that he made life @ 
burden to his wife and theratened to 
do violence to her, Brockwell said: 

“Why, Your Honor, hi love ‘er has 
the happle of my heye, and would not 
‘arm an ‘air of ‘er ‘ed.”’ 

The prisoner then forgot himself so 
far as to begin to relate seme scanda- 
lous stories about members of his iame- 
ily, but Judge Smith shut him w?, ray- 
ing he would consider it a sure sign 
that he was crazy, if he ‘nasis‘ed on 
ae the family’s dirty ‘inen in 
publie. 

The physicians and the court were 
of the opinion that Brockwell was too 
Sane a man to go to the asylum. They 
considered that he was mentally re- 
sponsible, and all he would have to do 
would be to govern his temper, and 
there would be no more trouble. 

Judge Smith suggested that he re- 
turn to the ranch alone, and that the 
wife and daughter remain in the city, 
but they said they would have to re- 
turn to the ranch to get their belong- 
ings, and wished to have him restrained 
while they were there, as they feared 
another outbreak. 

Brockwell promised to control 
angry passions,

if released and al- 
lowed to g0 home with his family. 
The court granted him a parole, and, 
after talking the matter over among 
themselves, the family arrived et an 
amicable understanding, and departed 


in peace. 

In Judge York's court Alhponse 
Oehl, who is described in the papers 
as “an old French maid,” was adjudged 
insane and committed to Highland. 
She went crazy on the subject of sptr- 
itualism..

Italy and Sicily are Planning a Tre- 
mendous Undertaking. 


A tunnel between the mainland of 
Italy and the island of Sicily is now 
being actively projected. Plans and a 
model complete in every detail were 
executed by the Italian civil engineer, 
De Johannis, and are now on exhibition 
at the University of Padua, says the 
Philadelphia Record.

NEXING LINDA VISTA BRIDGE.

House Ransacked by Thieves—As- 
sets of the Tournament Associa- 
tion Will Cover All Liabilities. 
California Street Brought Up to 
Grade—Notes. 


PASADENA, Jan. 5.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The persistent effort 
made to secure from the city the ac- 
ceptance of the Linda Vista Bridge is 
viewed with disapproval by those tax- 
payers and property-owners familiar 
with the circumstances. The bridge is 
not within the jurisdiction of the city, 
one end of it only being within the 
city limits. The city has been impor- 
tuned for years to accept the dedication 
of the bridge, and every Council has 
refused to'do so, on the ground that it 
is not a bridge for general traffic, and 
that its importance to the city’s com- 
merce is infinitesimal. After the first 
cost of removing the old timbers of the 
present bridge and replacing them ina 
new site, the furnishing of sufficient 
material for the building of the new 
bridge would be only a very small part 
of the cost of maintaining the struc- 
ture. After all, it would be a patched- 
up affair, needing, even under the most 
favorable circumstances, a certain 
amount of care, and the taxes for this 
Purpose would be raised inside the 
city limits and would be paid by people 
whom the bridge would not in the least 
benefit, according to the statement of 
the City Attorney. The same author- 
ity declares that it is doubtful whether 
the city has the power to authorize 
any expense whatever for the purpose 
proposed.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY 


THE DESERT TALKS OF A NEW 
COUNTY DIVISION, 


Barstow Grows Ambitious to Be a 
County Seat—Supervisors Order 
Hobos to Be Worked Eight 
Hours—Novel Contest with Rifles. 
Al Wright's Story. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 5.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Constable Asa 
Green is in town from Barstow and 
brings the story that the inhabitants 
of the desert are beginning to talk 
seriously of creating a new county 
composed of the desert. From what he 
says, coupled with past rumors, it is 
the intention of the desert people to 
ask that a county be composed of the 
northeast corner of Los Angeles county, 
including Lancaster and the Antelope 
Valley, extending northward into Kern 
county, to include Mojave and _ the 
Randsburg mining district, and tak- 
ing in all the desert country now in 
San Bernardino county. , 

The law requires that a new county 
must have a population of fully five 
thousand. -The population of the dis- 
trict named is not known and is not 
very easily estimated, but with the 
new Randsburg district, it must be be- 
tween three and four thousand, while 
there is a constant increase in the 
number of people on the desert. 

Just what is to be gained by the peo- 
ple on the desert by dividing the coun- 
ties does not appear in evidence, be- 
yond finding places for a new set of 
county officials and booming some 
desert town (probably Barstow) by 
making a county seat of it. 

The property in the new county 
would consist almost wholly of rail- 
roads and mines, which, though suffi- 
cient to more than pay the desert’s 
portion of taxes, based on per capita 
taxation, would be an uncertain ele- 
ment on which to base a county gov- 
ernment. 

It is not proposed to bring the mat- 
ter before the Legislature this year, 
but to begin a systematic agitation for 
the purpose of creating sentiment in 
favor of the new move, with a view of 
going before the Legislature two years 
hence, asking for the division. 

Supervisor T. West was seen by 
the Times correspondent: He said that 
he believed the time would come when 
the desert would want a county of its 
own, but it would be nearer twenty 
years than two years. He said that 
he heard no talk of division at 
Needles, where he resides, and did not 
believe the question of division of the 
county need cause any immediate 


anxiety. . 
HOBOS MUST WORK. 

The Supervisors of San Bernardino 
county read The Times, and when they 
read that the hobos confined in the 
County Jail really enjoy the recreation 
of marching back and forth from the 
rock pile to the jail, and going through 
the formality of working for a short 
time, they decided to extract the fun 
from the exercise, and Supervisors New 
burg this morning offered a resolution 
ordering that the hobos should be re- 
quired to work eight hours per day. 
The motion passed unanimously. 

AL STORY. 

Al Wright, who was arrested on the 
charge of assault on Martin Sherry of 
Chino the same time Woodbury was 
arrested on a charge of murder, is still 
in town, and is naturally anxious to 
wipe out the stain which, he thinks, his 
arrest has put on his character. He 
Says that at his hearing before the 
grand jury Sherry failed to idetify 
him as his assailant, thus leaving no 
evidence that he was in any wav im- 
plicated in any trouble at Chino. He 
tells a straight story of all his move- 
ments from the time he met Woodbury 
at Randsburg, where they were at 
work on the same mine, he as foreman 
and Woodbruy as miner, from which 
point they went to Perris to Inspect 
some mines; then proceded to Pichaco 
district, where they separated, Wright 
to accept a new position and Wood- 
bury to continue prospecting. The 
story of the travels seems to be 
straightforward, and makes it impos- 
sible for him to have been the party 
who assaulted Sherry. 

Nothing can be learned of Wood- 
bury’s case before the grand jury. . Mr. 
Wright, however, expresses entire con- 
fidence in his release without trial. . 

GERMAN ARRESTED. 

Some time ago Joseph Gecman of the 
Etiwanda winery, shot at a tramp 
who had raided the place, and hit 
Goyernment Gauger Bell of Los An- 
geles, producing @ wound which made 
it necessary to amputate his arm. The 
grand jury yesterday filed a secret 
indictment against him on the charge 
of assault to murder. «i bench war- 
rant was issued for him, with bail 
fixed at $2000. He was brought in this 
(Tuesday) afternoon. 

HEAVY DELINQUENT TAXES. 

The Trustees of the city met this 
(Tuesday) evening, and they will prob- 
ably make a further extension of time 
for the payment of city ‘taxes. One 
extension of time has already been 
made, but there still remeins unpaid 
about one-third of the taxes as7essed 
this year. The principal cause of this 
condition of affairs is believed to re 
the heavy reductions in the force of 
men employed at the Santa Fé ps 
last summer and fall. The w ing 
men being thus cut off from an income 
were unable to pay taxes on their 
property, and those dependent «n them 
for business also suffered. The shops 
are now running a full quota of men, 
however, and conditions are improving.

GOOD WORK DONE IN OLIVE 
ORCHARDS BY LADYBIRDS. 


Dedication of Y.M.C.A. Hall—Masonic 
Installation — County Appoint- 
ments— William Step Charged 
with Murderoys Assault on 
Frank Knaight. 


SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 5.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) In his annual re- 
port,aHorticultural Commissioner T. N. 
Snow notes with satisfaction the work 
of the ladybirds in destroying the scale 
pests of the olive orchards of this 
county, and he cites two striking in- 
stances where the Rhizobii have 
thoroughly cleaned badly-infected trees. 
He says: “The pests of this district 
have been under control, chiefly of the 
various ladybirds introduced from Aus- 
tralia. Hon. Ellwood Cooper’s olive or- 
chards continue free of scale, and his 
crop is large. The olive orchards of 
Peveril Meigs, on the mesa, are free 
from scale and he has gathered his 
olives by the ton this year, while one 
year ago the crop was not worth pick- 
ing. The same is true of other ‘olive or- 
chards. These have been cleaned en- 
tirely by the Rhizobii, colonized two 
years ago. In closing the year 1896,, I 
can .assure your honorable board that 
the condition of the fruit industry of 


this county has not retrograded during | 


the year by the pests that invariably 
attend fruit-growing, but the interest 
manifested hy the fruit-raiser is on the 
increase, and we may congratulate our- 
selves that the people are on the road 
of progress. The season is now at hand 
for the shipment of nursery stock, and 
great care must be given to prevent the 
introduction of infected trees and 
Piants, all of which will be rigidly 
watched.” 

In speaking of other crops, Mr. Snow 
says in his report: “The crop of de- 
ciduous fruits has been the gmalliest in 
many years, on account of the great 
lack of moisture; the quality suffered 
for the same reason. The walnut crop 
was fairly large; the nuts were good, 
but a little under the average size, and 
that portion handled by the Walnut 
Exchange amounted to 257 tons, at a 
value of $30,000. The Lemon Exchange, 
organized in May last, has been very 
successful, and shows that the lemons 
of Santa Barbara county are as fine as 
those raised elsewhere.”

SAN PEDRO. 


Boring Bottom About Inner and 
Outer Harbors. 

SAN PEDRO, Jan. 5.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Borings into the bot- 
tom about the mouth of the inner har- 
bar and also about the outer harbor 
site are being made under direction 
of Randall Hunt,a civil engineer, of San 
Francisco. Mr. Hunt is acting as as- 
sistant engineer to the Harbor Board, 
having been employed by the board. 
The borings made thus far have been 
about the mouth of the inner harbor. 
Outside of official circles it is not 
known to what extent the borings will 
be made, but it is thought the results 
of the first few borings will be an im- 
portant factor in determining how 
many shall be made. Boring into the 
bottom, even with a considerable swell 
rolling, is not as difficult a matter as 
one might think. A large lighter is 
anchored at the place, the location be- 
ing fixed from the United States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey stations about 
the shore. Projecting beyond the end 
of the lighter, and hanging over is a 
high framework, from,which the bor- 
ing apparatus may depend. aA four- 
inch iron pipe is used as a casing and 
is lowered while hanging perpen- 
dicularly from the framework, till its 
lower end. touched bottom. A one-inch 
pipe is inserted in the casing and low- 
ered till it also touches bottom. The 
upper end of the smal! pipe is attached 
to a hose conmected with a pump ope- 
rated by a donkey engine on the lighter. 
Water under powerful pressure con- 
stantly flows through the small pipe 
and rushes against the bottom with 
great force, washing away a consider- 
able hole. As the hole gets deeper the 
casing sinks into it. 

The water rushing through the small 
pipe rushes upward and discharges 
from the top of the casing, carrying 
with it the earth washed from the bot- 
tom. At certain intervals the small 
pipe is withdrawn from the casing and 
an augur or other apparatus is in- 
serted for the purpose of getting 
samples of the bottom at the depth 
bored. The apparatus now in use may 
be employed in boring to a depth of 
six fathoms below low water. The 
small tug Catalina is used to take the 
lighter where desired. 

The Harbor Board spent most of 
the day in town and went out on the 
Catalina to inspect the boring work.

SANTA ANA, Jan. 5.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.)

EXCITING FOOTRACE. * 


There was an exciting footrace early 
this afternoon between Deputy Bheriff 
Jack Landell and Frank Williams, a 
prisoner at the County Jail, who is 
charged with burglarizing the old ranch 
house of Marco Forster at San Juan 
Capistrano on the night of December 
10. Deputy Sheriff Landell had taken 
the prisoner up to the courtroom, 
where information was filed against 
him by the District Attorney for the 
crime above referred to, and at the 
time the incident took place he was on 
his way back to jail with the fellow. 
When the corner of Main and Third 
streets was reached the prisoner, who 
was slightly in advance of the officer, 
turned and stared at his guardian for 
a few moments from the crown of his 
head to the soles of his brogans, and 
then, with a sudden war-whoop that 
Was presumably intended to freeze the 
blood of the officer, he leaped into the 
air, and when he struck terra firma 
again he was going at a break-neck 
gait in the opposite direction. Officer 
Landell is not considered a howling 
success as a sprinter, and, feeling his 
defect in this attainment, he pulled 
his gun and, after calling on the fel- 
low to stop, fired into the air. This 
only seemed to increase the fugitive’s 
speed, and by the time the officer had 
fired twice more, the burglar was fairly 
flying. By this time the officer’s blood 
began to warm up, and pocketing his 
gZun, he proceeded to surprise himself 
by getting right into the race. The 
burglar had set too much of a paces 
for himself, and Landell, being fresh, 
soon gained rapidly on him, fetching 
up even with him at Moore & Son's 
mills, four blocks from the start. Both 
contestants in the race were winded 
to such an extent that conversation 
was not very animated until after the 
jail had been reached. Landell is now 
ready to run the world’s champion for 
four blocks. The burglar’ will be 
arraigned in court next Tuesday. 

PENCHANT FOR LANTERNS.

I'll make a horse trade 
with you, only it must be upon these 
stipulations: Neither party shall see 
the other’s horse until it is produced 
here in the courtyard of the hotel, and 
both parties must trade horses. If 
either party backs out of the agree- 
ment. he does so under a forfeiture 
5."" 

“Agreed,” cried the Judge, and both 
he and Lincoln went in quest of their 
respective animals. 

A crowd gathered, anticipating’ some 
fun, and when the Judge returned first, 
the laugh was uproarious. He !ed, or 
rather dragged, at the end of a halter, 
the meanest, boniest. rib-staring quad- 
ruped—blind in both eyes—that ever 
pressed turf. But presently Lincoln 
came along carrying over his shoulder 
a carpenter's horse. Then the mirth of 
the crowd was furious. Lincoln sol- 
emnly set his horse down, and silently 
surveyed the Judge's animal with a 
comical look of infinite disgust. 

“Well. Judge,” he finally said, “this 
is the first time I ever got the worse 
of it in a horse trade.”

E. 8. Babcock, president of the come 
pany building the Morena Dam, which 
is to form an important part of the 
city’s $1,500,000 water system, and that 
he had been promised that the dam 
would be built according to specifica- 
tions, and that the seam in the bed- 
rock could not have been forseen, and 
would, according to promises, be re- 
paired next spring, etc., caused much 
surprise, because it followed, within @ 
few weeks, two official reports of the 
City Engineer, in 
that the dam was defective and indli- 
cated his distrust of Babcock. Engi- 
neer Capps now attempts to explain 
What he meant by his newspaper state- 
ment, which appeared so radically at 
variance with his official reports to 
the city. He now gays: “The Union did 
not report me correctly. I did not say 
I was satisfied with Mr. Babcock. 
What I did say was that I was now 
satisfied with the condition of the work 
on the dam, but it was no fault or 
virtue of Mr. Babeock. The bfg blast 
threw the rock above and below the 
dam site. I know that Babcock in- 
tended to throw the rock all into the 
dam site, contrary to the specifications. 
The contract was drawn ironclad, but 
Babcock never intended to live up to 
the specifications. He wanted a cone 
tract that would allow him to change 
his mind every morning, he is so fickle. 
It was amusing to hear Babcock, Du- 
gan and Russell talking after the biast, 
each trying to lay the blame on the 
other, because the rock did not fall in 
the dam site, when ten tons more of 
powder would have accomplished 
the object. I know that it was Babe 
cock's plan to disregard the specificae 
tions, and blow all of that rock into 
the dam site. Now, he will be obliged 
to put it in by cables and trolleys, as 
he agreed to do. I never took back 
anything about Babcock trying to stop 
the leak in the dam by stuffing the 
cracks with gunnysacks.” 

TAXPAYERS NONPLUSED. 

This latest published report purporte 
ing to come from the City Engineer, 
leads taxpayers to think that it is 
about time for that official, in justice 
to himself, to make a third official re- 
port about the dam, which he has once 
officially declared to be defective, which 
defects have not yet, so far as known, 
been remedied further than that prome 
ises of remedy some time in the fu- 
ture, have been made. Some of the 
taxpayers are nonplused at what, on 
the face of it, appears to be an attempt 
of the City Engneer to blow hot and 
cold in the same breath. The belief 
obtains that City Engineer Capps owes 
the taxpayers, as well as himself, @ 
third official report as to how matters 
really stand at the dam. This dam af- 
fects the interests of this city most 
vitally, and improper’ construction 
should not,be tolerated.

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 5.—Committees of 
the Chamber of Commerce and Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion have. completed plans for.an active 
canvassing of this city in the interest 
of the proposed new railroad from Ra- 
mona to Foster, to connect with the 
Cuyamaca Railroad at the latter point. 

The road will open up the rich Santa 
Maria Valley and the Julian apple sec- 
tion, placing them in direct communi- 
cation with San Diego. The cost of 
this road, which is twenty miles in 
length, is estimated at $200,000. 

The company being formed is com- 
posed of wealthy land-owners in the 
valley. The road will be graded at an 
estimated cost of $100,000, and an effort 
will then be made to sell stock or 
bonds to complete the equipment of the 
road.

His tracks 
were found where he emerged from the 
stream and he was overtaken. His 
actions confirm the suspicion that he is 
the robber.

A woman who passed through the 
McCabe camp a few days ago gave 
birth to quadruplets. 

A beauty spot has been made from 
the desert near Vails, on the Southern 
Pacific. The water is taken from the 
cienega and the owners of the ranch 
propose to put in 100 acres of barley 
this year, in addition to their large 
fields of alfalfa. They also have a large 
voung orchard, consisting of peach, 
apricot and fig trees, which bear pro- 
lifically and never fail. The fig cut- 
tings came into bearing two years after 
being planted, and have never neg- 
lected business since. . The peach and 


apricot trees grow magnificently, and 
this year bore from 100 to 150 pounds 
of fruit each. 

At Globe a water-crayon canvasser 
took in the people to the extent of a 
considerable sum. He pretended to 
represent the “Imperial Portrait Co.,” 
of Phoenix, a mythical concern. 


ARIZONA MINING NEWS. 


The new Black Warrior camp, near 
Globe, will be a big factor in the cop- 
per output of Arizona ere long. The 
stack, of the rectangular pattern, with 
latest. appliances, having a capacity of 
100 tons a day, will be in operation in 
five or six months. A double-geared 
hoist and large boilers are on the 
ground, and will be ready for business 
in twenty days. John White, a New 
York expert, placed the amount of ore 
in sight at 1,200,000 tons. It is a rich 
desuphuarized black copper, running 
as high as 20 per cent. There are 
twenty-one claims on the property. It 
is owned by Messrs: Ford & Fleming 
of Phoenix. 

A new ten-stamp mill will be ready 
for operation on the Big Bug Creek, 
owned by the Providence Mining Com- 
pany, the 10th of this month. 

While blasting for a powder-house 
for an adjoining mine, rich ore was 
struck on a mine owned by Charles 
Thomas, at Stein’s Pass. It runs high 
in free gold, and is a bonanza. Thomas 
has already made $50,000 on some 
claims in Yuma county, near the La 
Fortuna. 

The governor of the Dertoit Copper 
Company's engine at Morenci got out 
of kilter the other day and the en- 
gine “ran away.” The flywheel got to 
going so fast that the centrifugal 
force was too much for the strength 
of the wheel and it burst. The flying 
pieces of the wheel demolished every- 
thing they hit, but, luckily, no one was 
in their paths. 

Since the segregation line has been 
surveyed on the White Mountain Res- 
ervation, five good camps have been 
formed, all opening up much valuable 
mineral, 

In doing assessment work on his 
claim, just back of the Courthouse, at 
Tombstone, John Rainy made a strike 
Saturday, which may develop into a 
snug fortune for its owner. The mine 
adjoins the Southwest, one of the T. 
M. and M. properties, which has _pro- 
duced ore running as high as $2000 per 
ton, and has been worked for twelve 
years. To one side of this new dis- 
covery is a shaft, out of which was 
taken $20,000, near the surface, from a 
big kidney of ore, and from all ac- 
counts the ore found hereabouts lies 
in pockets. The find was made in less 
than five feet from the surface, and is 
about one foot wide. 

From Congress comes the news that 
about four hundred men are on the 
company’s payroll; the cyanide plant 
is approaching completion; the roaster 
has a capacity of 100 tons per day; the 
building which covers it is 170x75 feet: 
talk is that a mill of eighty stamps 
capacity will soon be put in, in ad- 


dition to the forty stamps now in 
operation. 
Elmer Wells, formerly of Prescott. 


who has been in the gold mines of 
Australia for two years, writes that 
he has seen no mining country equal 
to that of Yayapali county. 

James Shaw met with a terrible ac- 
cident at Jerome a few days ago. His 
arm was caught on the track of. which 
the ponderous crane is run, underneath 
the machine, taking it off, and leaving 
him hanging there by the unsevered 
tendons. The machine could not be 
moved either way without crushing the 
life out of him, and after a lapse of 
half an hour or more, he was released 
from his perilous position by cutting 
the tendons off with a pocket-knife. 

At Humbug camp the gasoline en- 
gine that runs the ten-stamp mill will 
be started soon. Yesterday 
lons of oil was sent out as fuel. The 
engine uses about sixty gallons a day.
